THEODORE ROOSEVELT, 


A SKETCH BY JACOB RIIS 


His Idea of Manhood, His Unbroken Record for Consistency and 


Championship of the Oppressed Make Him One 


of the World's Heroic Figures. 


The following sketch of President 


Roosevelt by Jacob Riis, author and re- 
former, published in the Chicago Tribune 


is herewith given: 


"I write because I am asked from out 


your way to tell for the benefit of the 
young men coming to the-polls why I am 
for Roosevelt and what he as president 
of the United States means to me. And 
this I do the more gladly because I am 
convinced'that the ultimate mciming of 
that plain, strong life is for a day that 
is yet to come.. I am perfectly sure that 
wo shall reap the real harvest of it when 
the lads who now go to school and those 
that come after them come to the polls. 
In other words, it is the ideals he rep- 
resents that make the real man and give 
liim his meaning. Ho lives thpse ideals 
That is the greatest service any mar 
can render a day like ours, that has hac 
material success enough to make the 
light headed believe that was nil there 
was of it. 
ROOSEVELT'S IDEA OF MANHOOD 


"Many years ago Roosevelt in a speech 


said that'the three 
fundamentals re 


quired of men who would act a man' 
part in the world arc honesty, courage 
and common sense. If you will watch hi 
speeches as the years pass you will fini 
that the idea comes again and again. H 
cannot get away from that conception o 
strong manhood. The reason is that i 
really represents his own equipment. I 
his whole extraordinary career there i 
nowhere evidence of any transcendcn 
genius.

think a thing out, the honest will to d 
it, and the unhesitating 
courage thai, 


takes the responsibility for an act done- 
qualities anyone can cultivate and bring 
to his work" in life. Even when he soars 
highest—it is really just the common 
sense thing he does. The '-'diplomacy" of 
avoiding the giving of offense to Russia 
and the charge of interfering with what 
she would choose to consider her private 
business, while in reality it was anything 
but that—avoiding this reef over which 
the enemies of the administration gloat- 
ed, by simply telegraphing the Jews' peti- 
tion bodily to the American minister, di- 
recting him to present it to the czar and 
asking whether he would receive it if it 
were transmitted to him officially, was 
the baldest common sense when you look 
at it afterward, though in the whole cho- 
rus of cavillers there was apparently not 
one to whom that way out had occurred.

placed in command. It was Captain'Eas- 
son who sailed the Nichols from Chiacgo 
to Buffalo, a short time after, in three 
days and fourteen hours, beating the for- 
mer record by two hours. She sailed the 
entire distance without a tug^ except 
while being towed into Buffalo harbor. 
Other vessels have made fast rims, but 
the record of the Nichols has never been 
beaten. 


When her first record was made it was 


telegraphed to the Chicago' board of 
trade and was placed on tho wall of the 
chamber and it remained there until the 
building was burned down in the groat 
Chicago fire of 1871. 


CAME NEAR FOUNDERING. 


When Captain Easson made the run he 


did not remove his clothing during the 
entire trip, remaining on deck a greater 
part of the time. Captain Peter Ander- 
son acted as first mate during the pas- 
sage. While crossing Saginaw Bay there 
was a fearful gale and the Nichols came 
near going down,',arid the schooner Eli 
Bates, in company with her,, foundered 
with nil hands on/board. 
. . . . . . 


In tho year 1863 the Nichols was own- 


ed by A. P. Dutton, S. W., Button and 
Captain Thomas Copp, who sold her to 
Captain David Clow £ Sons. She was re- 
built and was making money for her 
owners. On the night of October 28th, 
1892 
the Nichols was lost on Pilot Is- 


laiftl in a big storm. The entire crew 
wns rescued by Captain Knudson, now 
keeper of the Racine light hotise at tho 
harbor piers. 


During her time she was the finest nlip- 


pcr on fresh water, of excellent model. It 
is not many steamboats that can make 
the time of three days and fourteen 
hours between Chicago and Buffalo. 
, Captain Easson, the commander, now 
retired, commenced sailing in 1847 and 
followed it up to three years ago.

The 
court called the jurors to the witness, 
stand one.by one and questioned thein 
under oatli as to whether they had read 
the newspapers. As a whole they said 
that they hnd not been influenced by 
anything they had read. 


WIFE FOUND IN BATH TUB.

Japanese Capture Wantai Hill, 


Key to Fortified Ridge at 


Port Arthur. 


Their Heavy Guns Send Three Steamers to the 


Bottom—Battleship Reported on Fire- 


Fierce Conflagration Raged Four 


Hours Thursday. 


TOKIO, Nbv. 5, 4 p. m.— It is reported ' 


that the Japanese have occupied Wantai 
hill, sunk several transports and have 
set fire to a battleship at Port Arthur. 
There is no confirmation of the report. 


Wantai hill is one .of 
the 
extensive 


semi-circle of forts defending Port Ar- 
thur. It is situated in about the center 
of the semi-circle, between the Antse 
mountain 
forts and Sungchow 
fort, 


which which is situated on an adjoining 
hill. The capture of Wantai hill, it haa 
been pointed out in dispatches from Port 
Arthur, means the dividing of the eastern 
'fortified ridge. ' 'The Japanese had prev-' 
wiisly and unsuccessfully attacked Wan-, 
tai hill, particularly during the latter 
part of August. ' ' "' ' ' ' ' 


- TOKIO,. .Nov. 5, 2 p. .UL^-Delayed ad- 


vices .forwarded, iroin Port Arthur be- 
tween November, 2 and November 4 say 
.that two steamers jof about 3,500 .tons 
each anchored in the west harbor were 
sunk by Japanese heavy guns Nov. 1 and 
that the following day another steamer 
of 3,000 tons was also sunk. 


Two. Russians recently came in and 


surrendered to the Japanese at a place 
south of Shuishiying. 


Two great explosions, apparently of 


magazines, were heard 
Nov. Z near 


Yuahpaofang. 


On the night of November 3 the Jap- 


anese occupied a fort since called Ichi- 
nob,"6\vmg to the fact" that it had been 
bravely captured by that general. Three 
field guns, two machine guns, three tor- 
pedoes and many other trophies were 
captured. The Russians left forty dead. 


CONFLAGRATION RAGED. 


A vigorous bombardment with naval 


guns was delivered at noon November 3 
against the east harbor, dockyard and 
other points, as a result of which a fierce 
conflagration occurred near the cast har- 
bor. The fire raged from 12:15 p. m. to 
•i o'clock. The same, day the fire of large 
calibre guns was directed against . "P" 
fort at a height of 200 yards and the 
northwest watch tower. Heavy damage 
was caused by the bombardment on both 
'the fort and tower. A Russian field gun 
placed at a vital point east of Keckwan 
mountain was struck by a Japanese shell 
and destroyed. 


CLOSE TOGETHER. 


JIUKDEN, Nov. 6, via Pekin.— The 


Russian and Japanese armies sue now so 
close together that maneuvering is al- 
most impossible. The Japanese are con- 
fining themselves to occasional night at- 
tacks during which they shell the vil- 
lages occupied by the Russians. In these 
attacks they wounded several Russian 
officers. In return, parties of Russians 
have penetrated the Japanese villages at 
night, causing temporary panics. On 
one occasion the Russians succeeded in 
throwing two bombs into the Japanese 
officers' quarters. 


It had been reported IWe that the 


Japanese would 
determinedly attack 


Port Arthur on Nov. 3, the Japanese em- 
peror's birthday and it is believed that 
Field Marshal Oyama is awaiting *he\vs 
of the result of this attack before* ad- 
vancing against General Kuropatkin. 


The Japanese already 
have received 


large reinforcements. 


After a week of most spring-like 


weather, the thermometer fell twenty de- 
grees last night, and the first snow of the 
season is falling today. 


PLACE OF COMING BATTLE. 


JIUKDEN, Nov. 5, via Pekin.— The un- 


interrupted activity conspicuous between 
the opposing positions, that on the plain 
and on Hungpo hill, occupied by the Jap- 
anese, and on Mnnalon hill, named after 
a Russian general, daily threatens a for- 
midable outbreak. From Hungpno, the 
capture of which by the Japanese was re- 
ported on October 12 by the correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press, the Japanese 
ore now shelling the Russians with cap- 
tured .Russian guns and the resulting 
feeling 
among the Russians 
indicates 


that this spot, which is the most prom- 
inent along the entire line, will doubt- 
less initiate Hie coming battle. Occa- 
sional cBsuultii?s are reported at Ken- 
ohlnpu •! on • account of its exposed posi- 
tion, as tlie aj>B.x 
of nn aggregating- 


wedge used against the Japanese right. 
At the Shahopu station is a water tank 
which tha Japanese are using as. a watch 
tower, from which the Russian artillery 
h«a failed after an attempt lasting more 
than, a fortnight., to dislodge 'thu'-oiiBiny 
on account of it being such a small tar- 


get. The Japanese still possess aa elevat- 
ed temple in the quadrangle west of Lin- 
shenpu, while the combatants 
occupy 


separate part's of the same village. The 
advantage of position appears slightly in 
favor of the Japanese along the entire 
line. 


RUSSIANS HELP REFUGEES. 


The womcn-»nd children of Fenchiapu, 


near Ta mountain, arrived at Mukden on 
Nov. 
2 after a twenty mile tramp. The 


Russian authorities facilitate the move- 
ments of refugees by allowing them the 
use of numerous bridges over the Hun 
rived. The use of all Chinese timber by 
the soldiers, together with the destruc- 
tion of buildings, has caused the Chinese 
themselves to pull down their houses and 
sell the timber which otherwise might be 
lost completely. In consequence of this 
General Kur.opatkin has ordered that the 
houses shall be preserved for the reason 
that they are necessary for the Chinese 
and also useful to the army. 


The soldiers are .now mostly in dugout 


cantonments along the siege line, giving 
the war an. appearance of seriousness 
hitherto unobserved. The soldiers 
ar« 


bearing their unusual hardships, some- 
times only one meal daily, insufficient 
clothing and also exposure, with great 
hardiness. The commander in chief's or- 
ders are now dated at headquarters for 
land and naval forces in conformity with 
hia new appointment. 


NO ATTACK FEARED. ' 


CHEFOO, Nov. 5, 8:45 p. m.—The Nor- 


wegian steamer Tungus arrived'here thi» 
evening, five days from Vladivostok, car- 
rying seven hundred Chinese refugees 
who were unable to live at Vladivostok 
any longer owing to the high prices of 
food, etc.. due to the war. 
-\ terrific 


gale makes the lauding of the refugees 
impossible today, but one Chinaman suc- 
ceeded in reaching the shore. He said 
the fortifications of Vladivostok are in- 
creasing in number and strnegth and 
that the fortress is strongly garrisoned, 
but the Russians do not'expect an at- 
tack on the part of the Japanese and 
have uo intention of invading Korea this 
winter.

THEODORE ROOSEVELT, 


A SKETCH BY JACOB RIIS 


His Idea of Manhood, His Unbroken Record for Consistency and 


Championship of the Oppressed Make Him One 


of the World's Heroic Figures. 


The following sketch of President 


Roosevelt by Jacob Riis, author and re- 
former, published in the Chicago Tribune 
is herewith given: 


"I write because I am asked from out 


your way to tell for the benefit of the 
young men coming to the polls why I am 
for Eoosevelt and what he as president 
of the United States means to me. And 
this I do the more gladly because I am 
convjneed'that the ultimate meaning of 
that plain, strong life is for a day that 
is yet to come.. I am perfectly sure that 
we shall reap the real harvest of it when 
the lads who now go to school and those 
that come after them come to the polls. 
In other words, it is the ideals he rep- 
resents that make the real man and give 
him his meaning. He lives th.ose ideals. 
That is the greatest service any man 
can render a day like ours, that has had 
material success enough to make the 
light headed believe that was all there 
was of it. 
ROOSEVELT'S IDEA OF MANHOOD. 


"Many years ago Roosevelt in a speech 


said that the three fundamentals re- 
quired of men who would act a man's 
part in the world are honesty, courage, 
and common sense. If you will watch his 
speeches as the years pass you will find 
that the idea comes again and agnin. He 
cannot get away from that conception of 
strong manhood. The reason is that it 
really represents his own equipment. In 
his whole extraordinary career there is 
nowhere evidence of any transcendent 
genius. There is the sound brain 
to 


think a thing out, the honest will to do 
it, and the unhesitating 
courage that 


takes the responsibility for an act done 
qualities anyone can cultivate and bring 
to his work in life. Even when he soars 
highest—it is :really just the common 
sense thing he does. The "diplomacy" of 
avoiding the giving of offense to Russia 
and the charge of interfering with what 
she would choose to consider h°r private 
business, while in reality it was anything 
but that—avoiding this reef over which 
the enemies of the administration gloat- 
ed, by simply telegraphing the Jews' peti- 
tion bodily to the American minister, di- 
recting him to present it to the czar and 
asking whether he would receive it if it 
were transmitted to him officially, was 
the baldest common sense when you look 
at it afterward, though in the whole eho 
rus of cavillers there was apparently no 
one to whom that way out had occurrec 
The czar would not look at it, no! Bu 
he had done so, had heard it all, withou 
a shadow of an excuse for taking ol 
fense. 


"Some one said once about Roosevel 


that he "stands for the commonplace vir 
tnes; that he is jjreat on lines alonj 
which every one of us can be great if h 
.wills and desires." That is emplmticallj 
true, and that is where the man's rea 
greatness comes in to me when I sec th< 
enthusiasm with'which the young rallj 
around him everywhere. A great orator 
'a great general comes once in a genera 
tion and leaves no one to take his place 
There will be hundreds who will aim up 
to Theodore Roosevelt ns" the years pass 
They may not reach him, but they wil 
get part of the way, and we shall be 
better off by_so much.

enslaved tenement cigarmakcrs, found 
him locking horns with the managers of 
his own party over the rights and the 
wrongs of^ legislation. The rights and 
wrongs were in question only formally. 
They were perfectly plain. It was a ques- 
tion of convenient corruption, -(vliich he 
blocked, and the "convenience" had to 
give way. As police commissioner, as 
governor, the same things came up again 
and again—always with the same treat- 
ment from him, always with the same 
result. Did the police neglect their duty? 
Was the factory inspector inefficient or 
negligent? Was it a bill that tried to 
regulate the relations between employer 
and employe,, to drive sweaters from the 
tenements, to bring light and air to the 
people's homes in those tenements? He 
went himself to see by day or by night 
and went to the bottom o~f it, I know, 
for I was with him. We went tog-ether 
on those errands and I saw that what 
counted with him always was the "right" 
of the thing. That once established, lie 
went straight to it, and if any one or 
anything was in the way he was apt to 
be "hasty" with it. 


"That much truth there is in the old 


charge. "With those who counseled dis- 
cretion" where a just law was to.be en- 
forced, where the right of a thing was 
plain, he had never any patiencq. And 
whether they happened to be selfish poli- 
ticians, greedy corporations, or purblind 
labor men who demanded for themselves' 
the special privileges which they denied 
others, was to him of no consequence. 
Therefore he made enemies. 


EVER OPEN AND ABOVE BOARD, 


"But if there was any fairness in them 


they didn't stay his enemies, for he waa 
perfectly open and above board about it 
all. When he needed help from the labor 
men he sent for them and put the case 
plainly. "This is your fight, will you 
help?" When he wanted to "see Platt" 
about matters of legislation for which he 
required the s.upport of the Republican 
machine he went up the front steps while 
the reporters watched the back stairs.

line bullet with an initial velocity of 725 
meters'.-' Tlia Japanese bullet only pene- 
trates the tissue, but does cot tc»r it.

Greek slavery in this country and Ital- 


ian padrone slavery systems arc evils our 
laws should sternly discountenance. Such 
is the effrontery of some of these for- 
eigners'who buy and sell in human bod-

That was really 
the beginning of the great Wealth and 
influence or.the Philadelphia chemists. 


Branch houses were established In 


E-urope and elsewhere, the earth* was 
ransacked for Peruvian bark, planta- 
tions ot.cinchona trees were started In 
the East Indies, and all contributed to 
the wealth of the quinine manufac- 
turers.
